TuHat confidence is fast being restored in the vari- 
ous branches of business enterprise throughout the 
country, is becoming more and more apparent with 
the dawn of each succeeding day. Optimism is sup- 
planting pessimism, and a spirit of satisfaction is dis- 
sipating the cloud of anxiety which for a time threat- 
ened to work dire résults. Stocks are going up in 
value and with this the hoards of money are being un- 
locked. The securities of American railroads and 
corporations are now said to be on a sounder basis 
than they have been within a quarter of a century. 








THe American Railway Association, from reports 
of 158 railroads, notes a decrease in the number of 
idle cars since Febtuary of this year, the 


wae total number for the entire country and 
Veena: Canada having decreased from 314,992 


cars on March 4, to 306,507 cars under 
date of April 1. The activity of railroad operations in 
any country is usually a good criterion as to the de- 
gree of prosperity a country enjoys, and depression or 
stimulation that may be felt in any or many lines of 
commerce is bound to assert itself in railroad circles. 
The decrease in the number of idle cars referred to 
above was not continuous, the figures for March 18 
presenting a more favorable total for the country, 
namely, 297,042 cars. Nor has the improvement been 
uniform for the various sections of the country. Thus 
roads in New England, in the central and far ‘west- 
rn states, as well as those in Canada, according to 
latest report, had a larger number of surplus cars 
n during the first week in March. The number 
‘oal, gondola and hopper cars (used in transport- 
mine products chiefly) reported idle on April 1, 
ely 120,669, was approximately 20,000 less than 
number remaining idle in the early part of March, 
number reported for the middle of April showing 
a more favorable condition, slightly over 119,000 
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cars. This should serve to be good evidence that 
trade conditions are righting themselves and that the 
depression which attended the financial flurry of last 
fall is vanishing.

it can be very tightly adjusted, the distance between 
the engine and the machine is not a matter of import- 
ance, as is the case with the leather belting, where thy 
transmission of power is dependent upon the weigh 
of the hanging belt; by a unique contact, the slippir 
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is much reduced, experiments having shown that this 
does not exceed one-tenth of one per cent. Careful 
and repeated experiments, it is said, have shown that 
the entire loss of power is very small, and as far as can 
be ascertained will not exceed one per cent. Further 
owing to the lightness of weight of the steel belting, 
it is claimed, the influence of the centrifugal force is 
not so great and allows of a much increased velocity. 








ACCORDING to officials of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey there is absolutely no reason why we 
should lose any sleep over the gloomy 
Our prognostications that are advanced from 
Inexhaustible |. A al baa 
Coal Susety. time to time by certain individuals who 
are in the habit of speaking disparaging- 
ly about the country’s coal supply. The utterances of 
some of these wiseacres would lead us to believe that 
there are grave possibilities that before many decades 
have gone into the past our innumerable coal-produc- 
ing districts will have been depleted of their precious 
deposits. So optimistic, however, are the survey sci- 
entists concerning the situation that one of them is 
credited with making the statement that it will prob- 
ably take longer than fifty centuries to exhaust the 
country’s coal fields. 

Some interesting statistical information of the pro- 
duction and consumption of coal in the United States 
appears in a report prepared upon the subject by offi- 
cials of the Survey. The total quantity of coal pro- 
duced up to the end of the year 1865 amounted to 
284,890,055 tons, while ten years later the total pro- 
duction exceeded 700,000,000 tons. Up to the year 
1905, 5,970,778,571 tons had been mined. Some in- 
teresting comparisons may be noted when considering 
this immense increase in production along with the 
rapid increase in the population of the country. Re- 
verting back to the middle of the nineteenth century 
and comparing the statistics of coal production with 
the augmented population, it is found that according 
to the census returns of 1850 the production for that 
year was 6,445,681 tons, when the population of the 
country amounted to 23,191,876 inhabitants, or a per 
capita production in that year of 0.278 ton. In the 
year 1860 when the population had increased to 31,- 
433,321 persons, the coal production was 14,333,922 
tons or a per capita production of 0.514 ton. Accord- 
ing to the report, while the population from 1850 to 
1900 has shown an increase of 230 per cent, the pro- 
duction of coal had increased 4,084 per cent. The 
South alone is now said to be mining far more bitu- 
minous coal than the entire country mined in the year 


1882.

strengthened. The Chinese have little difficulty, it ;; 
affirmed, in comprehending European quotations 
which are usually actual values without discounts 
frequently in the currency of the nation, but more 
often, if possible, in the currency of the Chinese city 
or town from which inquiries for prices emanated. 

The celestials, it is said, do not understand the 
method of purchasing by catalogue, for mail order; 
are almost an unknown quantity in that part of the 
world. Furthermore, Chinese purchasers, as a rule. 
find it impossible to read an English catalogue. Cata- 
logues that are sent to consulates in China are usuall, 
filed away and held in the event of any inquiries being 
received, but applications for them are, ordinarily, 
few and far between. Consul Gracey suggests that if 
American manufacturers instead of sending catalogue: 
would employ a traveling representative to inspect th 
territory for them, and investigate the methods em. 
ployed by other firms in that particular district, their 
trade would increase more rapidly than under the 
present system. 

American manufacturers desiring to dispose of their 
products in China can only do so, according to the 
consul, by conforming to the wants of their custom- 
ers, which can only be discovered by some one fa- 
miliar with the particular product which is to be sold; 
by carefully canvassing the market, which must be 
done by expert agents, armed with samples, and if 
possible with a supply of goods in one of the large 
central trade centers of the Orient. A knowledge 
of the Chinese language is not a necessity to such an 
agent, though it would, of course, be of value to him. 
A knowledge of the customs of China, the methods 
of trade, the mannerisms of the people, etc., however, 
would be an invaluable asset. Orie of the most im 
portant points is to have goods available in China, 
so that delivery can be made within a few days, or, 
when that is impossible, to be able to give credits of 
from one to several months. 

One of the great drawbacks to the introduction 
of American goods in the east, it is stated, is that 
the manufacturer expects to ship with payment in ad 
vance or upon delivery to the vessel. Against this 
sritish firms give credits, even to comparatively un 
known firms, of from two, to six months, or even 
more, while the German firms extend such length) 
credits that it amounts practically to sale on commis 
sion. Reform in the American credit system woul’ 
do much to increase trade, suggests the 
American business men should be continually invest:

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ZINC IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 





Consul L. E. Dudley of Vancouver states that the 
Canadian government recently published the report 
of a commission appointed to investigate the zinc re- 
sources of British Columbia. Concerning the report 
he adds: 

“The conclusions drawn are that although the zinc 
industry is yet in its infancy in British Columbia, it 
is capable of great development. While several of the 
mines now being worked are essentially zinc mines, 
there are some silver-lead mines in which zinc blende 
is found in considerable quantities. Until recently the 
zinc in the silver-lead ores was regarded as an im- 
purity to be gotten rid-of by the easiest and cheapest 
mean: possible. The increased deriand for zinc of 
late has made valuable as a by-product this zinc 
blende, which was formerly 1 troublesome impurity) 
The commission regards 15,000 tons of zine ore of 
50 per cent grade as a liberal estimate of the present 
annual production of the Slocan district, and it is 
calculated that the Ainsworth district can produce 100 
tons daily of 50 per cent ore. There are many mines 
and prospects in other portions of the province which 
are supposed to carry zinc in paying quantities. A 
zinc smelter has been established at Frank, Alberta, 
the plant being close to a coal mine and on the route 
from the mines to the market. The large amount of 
fuel required in reducing zinc ore renders it necessary 
that coal shall be near the smelter. Coal can be de- 
livered at the Frank smelter at less than $1 per ton.”

Mr. Callaghan states that they make from 
one-sixth to one-half inch pitches, and often make a 
15-inch raise in 12 feet and very frequently make 
them in two pieces for large stacks, the roof plate 
or roof jacket being made and put on after the stack 
is put up, and in such cases they are made of two 
pieces. In certain snowy ‘parts of California the up- 
per part of the roof jacket or safe is made to lap over 
the tin about three inches, and they are clamped or 
bolted together so as to make the combination water- 
tight.

CINCINNATI MASTER SHEET METAL WORK- 
ERS MEET. 





The Master Sheet Metal Workers’ Association of 
Cincinnati and vicinity held a very enthusiastic meet- 
ing at Richelieu Hall, Ninth and Plum streets, Cin- 
cinnati, on the afternoon of May 5, at which several 
new additions were made to the membership of this 
local body. The meeting was well attended by the 
members of the association and every sheet metal 
jobbing house in Cincinnati was represented. There 
were also present R. L. Couch and Wm. E. Miller 
of Dayton, O.; E. G. Heartick and W. C. Wulff of 
Louisville, Ky., and Daniel Stern of THE AMERICAN 
ArTISAN. The object of the meeting was to discuss 
trade protection, and as all the local jobbers appear to 
be in sympathy with them the master sheet metal 
workers of Cincinnati and vicinity will have no diffi- 
culty in securing the trade protection they deserve. 

President Thos. Lee delivered an address on “Bene- 
fits of Organization.” He said: 


The benefits of organization are so many and are being 
added to so constantly that it is impossible to tell of all or 
even one-half of them. If some benefit is not derived from 
organization, why did the original thirteen colonies which 
have now expanded into the greatest power on earth organ- 
ize? The men of those days saw that organization was 
necessary because it was impossible to endure the actions of 
the mother country any longer. We were very much in the 
same boat as our forefathers about the first of last June; it 
was either organize or endure what the union wanted to 
thrust upon us. Well, we organized and stood by one 
another and finally won our battle. 


This was the most important work we have yet done 
and it shows the great benefit to be derived through organ- 
ization. No man could have won this battle single-handed, 
and had we lost no man could have run his business single- 
handed, for the walking delegate from Local No. 141 would 
have been on hand every time a man was hired or dis- 
charged to give his good advice as to what you should do. 
He would also advise us how much work each man should 
do in eight hours, and how many apprentices each shop 
should have. It is hard to realize the vast amount we have 
accomplished by defeating Local No. 141, but we must not 
stop here, we must organize thoroughly. We want every 
sheet metal worker who is worthy of becoming a member 
of our body to join us and then we can say that Local No. 
141 does not exist to our knowledge, and if they are not 
recognized by any of us they do not exist, for they can not. 

We have not organized to down the workingman and 
compel him to work for less wages, but we have organized 
to protect ourselves. It is true, as they say, they have or- 
ganized for the same purpose, but there is a right way to do 
this and there is a wrong way. I believe you will all agree 
with me that they do not follow the right way. We will pay 
a mechanic what he is worth, but we don’t want a $12 man 
to say that his wages are to be based on 45 cents an hour 
when he has a hard time proving that he is worth $12. I 
know that by meeting here we will in time know the true 
mechanics that are in Cincinnati, and they will be the ones 
that we will employ, and the handy man or helper will then 
have to leave or quit the business. 

The jobber as you all know does not treat the dealer as 
he should. In other words he will retail, no matter how 
small the quantity, and his price to the party buying is about 
the same as it is to you. To illustrate how this is done, only 
a few weeks ago I had a job lining some grain chutes for a 
large elevator in this town. My men lined a chute in the 
afternoon, and early next morning I was informed by tele- 
phone that they would finish the job themselves. Now they 
could not have done this if Mr. Jobber had not sold them 
the irdn. The jobber can’t afford to lose our. trade and it 
would be a little unhandy to get along without him at times. 
We don’t want to get along without him. They are all 
broad-minded enough to see this question as we do, and we 
will settle if before long. If one of us went to a jobber with 
this complaint would he listen to us? No. But when we go 
as an organization they will be glad to see us on any ques- 
tion of mutual interest. 

The well-to-do sheet metal workers in Cincinnati are so 
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scarce that one couldn’t be found with a search warrant 
But we do not want to become rich in a year. What we want 
is a legitimate profit on what we produce or sell. I knoy 
that we are not getting this now, but we should, and | be. 
lieve that it would be a good plan to adopt prices for certain 
classes of work, but it must be borne in mind that if thes¢ 
are adopted we must all live up to them. I have given oy; 
secretary a list of prices handed me by Mr. Walsh, one of 
our members from Texas, who called on me last week, ang 
I would suggest that each of you look at this list carefully, 
for I know that if Cincinnati cannot boast of a millionaire 
sheet metal worker Texas surely can or will in a few years 

Gentlemen, we don’t want to rob the public, but we can 
get better prices if we all ask them. 

I have only spoken of a few of the many benefits to be 
derived by organization, but I want to say that every or- 
ganization that does not work in peace and harmony will 
surely fail in its efforts. We should therefore do our ut- 
most to make this a permanent institution, for I know that 
we will all benefit by it. 


The following paper on “Trade Protection” was 
read by Wm. E. Miller of Dayton: 


The Secretaries’ Association is, from what I can see, on 
of the greatest things in the upbuilding of association work 
for the following reasons: 

First, it keeps each and every local in touch with the 
other, giving information to sister cities; the amount of wages 
paid in certain places, telling what kind of mechanics certain 
persons are, thus protecting ourselves from being intruded 
upon by the unprincipled man who jumps from one place to 
another, just to see where he can get the most compensation 
for what services he renders. Ofttimes have we been caught 
by just such a man and his leaving us just when we were 
in need of him most. 

Second, it gives each and every local an insight as to 
labor troubles that might be brewing in other cities. 

Third, as a secretary, you are present at all the local 
meetings and are on the inside of all business transacted at 
the meetings, thus being able to cope with questions that will 
naturally arise. You will be better able to transact business 
with greater rapidity at the national conventions, for secre 
taries should by all means attend the national affairs. 

Fourth, as secretary, names of workmen applying for 
positions should be recorded, so they can be easily found and 
sent to any one needing help. Should a master need help, 
the secretary should be notified, and should he be applied to 
by any one for work, he should take his name and address 
and report it to the secretary, who keeps a record for this 
purpose. 

I will now dwell briefly upon the trade’s protection. We 
masters of Dayton are very nicely organized, being almost 
solid, only about four still remaining out of the association 
We have the promise of the wholesale houses in our city 
that they will sell no person unless he has an established 
place of business, and expects to remain in the trade. We 
are, however, asking a little bit too much of our jobbing 
houses in not allowing them to sell outside of the trade 
As an example, I will take the register business, and show 
you the other side of this same question. 

As I understand it, the register manufacturers require 
a specified number of registers to be bought before placing 
you on the jobbers’ list, to allow you the same price the 
jobber gets. You bind yourself to buy this amount knowing 
that you will not use them all, but you jump in and do the 
wholesale act, and take the retail end of the string also 
You have asked the protection of the wholesale houses; then 
why not give them some in return, and not invade their trade 
without ceremony? In order to get the jobber’s price on 
these registers, why not make arrangements with the furnace 
manufacturers to supply just what you need at the price and 
leave the other trade alone? You will not be comnelled to 
pay out $1,000 per year for some thing you can pav $500 for 
There have been times without number that I myself have 
been asked to buy registers by my brother masters, but ! 
have refused every time, and bought through what I thought 
the right channel. In return for this, the wholesale houses 
will, we think, be very thankful to us and stop resorting ' 
a very dirty and mean way of cutting each other’s throats 
by billing goods out at one price and allowing the customer 
to pay for same at another price. Then the small dealer or 
master, who has not been waited upon by a representative ©! 
these houses so named, will be in just'as good shape to g! 

a good price as the others, because he has bought his goo:ls 
at the same price. 

In conclusion I would say that a‘ little missionary wo 
might be well to help in the upbuilding of association wo! 
This was very clearly demonstrated this spring. Not having 
very much work in the shop, I started out, going to Miam! 
burg, Franklin, Middletown and Germantown, and got ve' 
good promises from every one upon whom I called. Up | 
date, however, the applications have failed to material!

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE 

The hardware market is beginning to show evi- 
dence of activity along the lines that have been some- 
what quiet for a while. While such goods as nails 
and wire have been in fairly good demand the sea- 
sonable business in garden tools, etc., at this time of 
the year has been somewhat quiet, due no doubt to a 
protracted period of cold and rainy weather. Manu- 
facturers. and jobbers, however, are not registering 
many complaints regarding the volume of business, 
notwithstanding these adverse climatic conditions, but 
if disagreeable weather continues to prevail for any 
length of time a condition of temporary depression 
may be brought about. The market, however, appears 
to be gaining considerable headway, and towards the 
end of the month a normal condition is anticipated in 
some of the lines that have been somewhat dormant. 
Prices continue’ to remain firm and no concessions 


have been reported. There is no cessation of the 
heavy demand for both barb and smooth wire. The 


heavy business in wire nails still continues though a 
slight falling off in orders has been reported from 
some of the mills. The demand for builders’ hard- 
ware is not as great as would be expected at this 
season of the year, the slackness in this line also 
being attributed to untoward weather conditions, 
which to a certain extent, invariably exert an influ- 
ence upon this branch of the trade. 

Conditions in certain parts of the west and north- 
west would indicate that many dealers have permitted 
their stocks to run down, for reports have been cir- 

«culated that a lafge number of wholesalers in that 
section of the country have been working over time 
in order to catch up on orders that have been held 
up for some time. The seeding reports from the farm- 
ing sections are of a cheerful character and about 
July, when the crop reports begin to come in, it is 
expected that business in the west will be resumed 
on a large scale. 

Very encouraging reports have been received from 
certain sections of the south where both manufactur- 
ers and jobbers are viewing the situation with much 
confidence. In many of the stove manufacturing cen- 
ters such as Birmingham, Louisville and Nashville, 
the factories are nearly all running on full time. 

Wire nails are quoted at $2.23; painted barb wire 
$2.38; galvanized barb wire $2.68; smooth annealed 
wire $2.08; smooth galvanized wire $2.38; galvanized 
staples $2.63, and polished staples $2.23.. These quo- 
tations relate to car lots to jobbers. Quotations to 
retailers in car lots are five cents higher and on less 
than car lots fifteen cents higher. 

Iron cut nails are quoted in car lots to jobbers, 
$2.23; to retailers, $2.28; steel cut to jobbers, in car 
lots, $2.03; in car lots to retailers, $2.08. 


° TIN PLATE. 
The fact that the American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Company has put in operation its plant containing 11 
tin mills at McKeesport, Pa., is believed to be indica- 


tive of an increase in demand for tin plate. J )jj; 
plant had been idle since last fall and it is the las 
of the important tin plate plants of the leading inter- 
est to be started. With the mills it now has in opera- 
tion this company, can, without doubt, produce as 
large a tonnage of tin plate as it ever has done. The 
Sabraton plant at Morgantown containing ten mills, 
started up again on May 4 after having been shut 
down for several days. The American Sheet & Tin 
Plate Company is now operating 213 mills, the largest 
number in operation since last June. The independent 
tin plate plants are also reported to be operating at 
their full capacity. It is generally thought that tin 
plate prices have experienced the greater part and 
perhaps all of their decline.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 


“The general situation has changed but little over a week 
ago. There is the same run of small business for immediate 
and pressing delivery, with possibly a slight increase in in- 
quiries and sales for more extended period. It is interest- 
ing to note that some of the largest consumers are in the 
market for from six to nine months, and in some instances 
business has been placed for a year ahead, indicating that 
present figures are satisfactory to them and make it pos- 
sible to figure definitely cost of their product for a long time 
ahead. 

“Consumption and production are running along side by 
side, with little, if any, change one way or the other. There 
does not appear to be any increase in furnace stocks and 
the tonnage on consumers’ yards is smaller than it has been 
since the first of the year. 

“Southern furnaces continue to take the bulk of the 
business offering and the total sale of Northern iron during 
the week would not be any surprising amount. 

“There is quite a wide range in prices and in cases where 
furnaces have had accummulation of certain grades they have 
been willing to make figures which were no criterion as to 
the general market. Such efforts have created an erroneous 
impression as to the feeling of furnaces in some districts. 

“Coke is very quiet. Production is off and the whole 
feature of the coke market is one of apathy.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 


“In spite of the fact that we have a distinctively waiting 
market a great deal more iron has been bought this week 
than for some time past. Several large orders for prompt 
shipment have been placed by various pipe foundries and 
open hearth steel makers which is the main cause of the in 
creased tonnage. Then, there has been some scattering pur- 
chasing by consumers who simply could not wait any longer 
In fact, some of them put off buying until they were abso 
lutely out of metal, and they have been disappointed in that 
delivery could not be made by express_rather than slow 
freight. The bane of the market just now is the idea so many 
consumers entertain that presently some of the large interests 
in the country instead of trying to hold and steady the mar- 
ket will assume exactly the opposite tactics and smash prices 
to smithereens in an endeavor to bring their competitors into 
line. Apparently nine consumers out of ten are full of this 
idea, and, of course, when a buyer of iron feels certain that 
before long the largest sustaining force in the market will 
commence to smash things, naturally he will buy iron only 
as he needs it. So the development of the pig iron market 
depends a good deal just now on the development in other 
directions. 

“The railroads are making unusually slow time—not be- 
cause of a congestion of freight as was the case a year ago, 
but because of impaired service 

“It is a fact, however, that little by little more iron and 
coke are being used than was the case some weeks ago.”
